: The official who when elected to public office sets 
out 
to 
use 
the 


prestige 'given liim by virtue of his office for self-aggrandizement, should 


be driven into retirement at the earliest opportunity. He exploits his office 


fpr personal gain, or for personal advancement instead of using his power 


and authority solely to promote the interests of the people. 


Men who make (lie loudest promises of sincerity and gond intentions 


when seeking office are often the foremost to use their power to promote 


their individual interests or to secure advancement to .a higher office. 
In 


fliis way as well as by open bribery they betray the trust committed to 


their, charge. 


It is easy to find out these men, yet the average voter cannot distinguish 


between them and the more honest men. 
They can play the game very 


ingeniously, often deceiving the unwary us to their real motives and their 


political' dishonesty. When public officials demand a rake off and secretly 


plot to rob the city, to make candidates pay i'or appointments, we have one 


of the worst forms of political corruption incident to municipal government. 


That'such conditions prevail in many cases is a fact too potent to admit 


of doubt. In some cases the corruptionists nre caught, but in the majority 
they are not. Why? 
Because it is one of the most difficult things possible 


to convict the parties in a case of bribery. The man who receives the money 
will swear he did not receive it and his evidence will be corroborated by the 
man who paid it unless as in the Lawrence case one of the parties be guar- 
anteed immunity for testifying against the other. 


ROOSEVELT AS 
GENERAL 
POLITICAL 
BOSS 


Ex-President Roosevelt is'setting out to act as a general boss of the 


republican party throughout the entire country. He has had several con- 
ferences with Governor Hughes of New York and has undoubtedly supple- 
mented his own policies by those of the New York official who is to take a 
seat on the supreme bench of the United States. 


Roosevelt is to make a speech for Senator Beveridgc, the leader of the 


insurgents, and he is also to make a speech in this state for Senator Lodge, 
the chief politieal'boss of New England. It would appear that in favoring 
sucb opposite extremes he may aim at bringing the divergent factions of 
the republican party together ngnin. He will find this an impossible task 
unless the recent tariff law be amended to meet the views of the insurgents 
and to bring some relief lo the people who are subject to the most out- 
rageous extortions by the trusts. 


Mr. Roosovelt, has already met several rebuffs in the role of political 


boss, and it is a certainty that ho, will meet many more as he attempts to 
interfere in the political affairs of the different states by favoring one set 
of candidates against another and putting forward 
his 
own 
political 


policies as a panacea for all the ills of the country. 


There may be more truth than fiction in the statement that one wing 


of the republican party is to seek" his leadership and attempt to establish 
a new party to carry out his policies. It would be ungrateful on his part 
thus to help in the dismemberment of the republican party, but it would not 
bo at all surprising to find him in this very attitude before 1912. 
Judging 


from the present, outlook changes are likely to come quickly within the next 
two years i'or the reason that the peoplo'are suffering so much from the 
high cost of living that they will adopt radical measures to bring about Hie 
required reforms.

The official who when elected to-public office sets out 
to use. the 


prestige given him by virtue of his office for self-aggrandizement, should 


be driven into retirement at the earliest opportunity. He exploits his office 


for personal gain, or for personal advancement instead of using his power 


and authority solely to promote the interests of the people. 


Men who tnnke the loudest promises of sincerity and good intentions 


when seeking office are often the foremost to use their power to promote 


their individual interests or to secure advancement to a higher office. 
In 


this way as well as by open bribery they betray the trust committed to 


their charge. 
' 
. 


It is.easy to find out these men, yet the average voter cannot distinguish 


between them and the more honest men. " They can play the game very 


ingeniously,, of ten deceiving the unwary as to their real motives and their 


political dishonesty. When public officials demand a rake off and'secretly 


plot to rob the city, .to make candidates pay for appointments, we have one 


of the worst'forms of political corruption incident to municipal government. 


That such conditions prevail in many cases is a fact too potent to admit 


of doubt. In. some cases the corruptionists iire caught, but in the majority 
they are not. Why? Because it is one of the most difficult things possible 
to convict the parties in a case of bribery. The man,who receives tho money 
will swear he did not receive it and his evidence will be corroborated by the 
man who paid it unless as in the Lawrence case one of the parties be guar- 


anteed immunity for testifying against tho other. 


ROOSEVELT 
AS 
GENERAL 
POLITICAL 
BOSS 


Ex-President Eoosevelt is setting out to act us a general boss of the 


republican party throughout the entire country. He has had several con- 
ferences with Governor Hughes of New York and has undoubtedly supple- 
mented bis own policies by those of the New York official who is to take a 
seat on the supreme bench of the United Stales. 


Roosevelt is to make a speech for Senator Beveridge, the leader of the 


insurgents, and be is also to make a speech in this state for Senator Lodge, 
the chief political boBS of. New England. It would appear that in favoring 
such opposite, extremes he may aim at bringing tho divergent' factions of 
the republican party together again. He will find this an impossible task 
unless the'recent tariff law be amended to meet the views of the insurgents 
and to bring some relief to tho people who arc subject Itv the most out- 


rageous extortions by the trusts. 


Mr. Roosevelt has already met several rebuffs in the role of political 


boss, and it is a certainty that he will meet many more as he attempts to 
interfere in the .political affairs of the different states by favoring one set 
of candidates against another nnd putting forward 
his 
own 
political 


policies as a panacea for all the ills of the country. 


There may be more truth than fiction in the statement that one wing 


of the republican party is to seek his leadership and attempt to establish 
a new party to carry out his policies. It would be ungrateful on' his part 
thus'to help in the dismemberment, of the republican party, but it would not 
be at all surprising to find him in this very attitude before 1912. 
Judging 


from the present outlook changes are likely to come quickly within the next 
two years for the reason that tho people are suffering so much from tho 
high cost of living that they will adopt radical measures to bring about the 


required reforms.

pineapple sweetened to taste, a pinch 
of salt and the well beaten-yolk of-uve 
eggs. Lastly folfl in the stiffly whipped 
whites of the eggs.'cobk a moment or 
two, then set the pan In the oven and 
bake until the.eggs are puffed and sot. 
Turn out on a hot platter, sprinkle 
with sugar and serve hot. 


OLD FASHIONED DUMPLINGS. 
Here, is a rule for apple dumplings 


that deserves a place In the modern 
housewife's cookbook: 
, 


Chop half a cupful of drippings and 


butter or lard Into a quart of flour 
which has been sifted with two round- 
Ing teaspoonfuls of baking powder and 
a teaspoonful of tali. Add enough milk 
to make a dough that can be handled 
and roll Into a very thin sheet. Cut 
into pieces six or eight. Inches square, 
fill .tho center of each with pared arid 
cored apples that have been cut into 
pieces, sprinkle with shaved maple 
sugar, bits of butter and cinnamon, 
bring the corners of the squares to- 
gether, pinch tho sides close, brush 
with cold water and bake about forty 
minutes. 
Ten minutes before , taking 


from tho oven brush the dumplings 
with the beaten yolk of an egg which 
has been whipped with a teaspoonful 


of sugar. Serve the dumpling wit 
lemon aauca or whipped cream.

Cbc Ri0bt Slay to loin J^ace 


QF course you can join lace In a way, 


but there Is a right way, just the 


same, to do this work and a wrong way 
of doing it. There is, too, the possibil- 
ity of joining lace so that it almost 
conceals the joining. This is managed 
In "several ways, • depending upon thoj-tttrt-the lace is apt to pull apart, 
kind of lace and how it ,1s used. 


For.a yoke or other solid surface that 


is to Ho flat ft Is better to applique the 
lace together. Cut out the design ir- 
regularly and Join It to the u'nder piece 
so that It continues the pattern. The 
edges are buttonholed, sewed or over- 
cast together, according to which stitch 
shows the least. 
Do thin with fine 


thread and cut away'ail ragged edges. 


Where lace is to be joined for a ruffle 


the best way Is to buttonhole the edges 
together in tho tiniest possible seam. 
Use a fine- thread and do the stitching 
neatly. 
This same method is often' 


used on yokes and for thin lace is per- 
haps better than appliquing. Press the 
edges open on the right side between 
the thumb and first finger, so It does 
not pucker. 


Some persons lay the edges so that 


the wrong side of the left side lies for 
about a quarter of an Inch upon the 
right side of the under piece. 
Both 


ends are then hemmed In tiny stitches. 
This prevents a seam, but Is almost 
Impossible to do without showing. 


Never join lace by sewing in a French 


seam, as it Is entirely too bulky and, 
no matter how carefully done, will not 
look neat. Above all do not content 
yourself with sowing In a. single seam. 
Tho edges curl badly at first washing, 


A SICKROOM HINT. 


Ice can be kept from melting a long 


time In the sickroom -by the following 
method: Take an ordinary porcelain 
dish. Over the top tie a large square 
of clean old white flannel. Inside the 
dish let the flannel bag down so that 
all but an Inch of the bag- touches the 
bottom of the porcelain dish. Set as 
much ice as will be needed for a time 
into this flannel bag and cover it by 
throwing back the long points hanging 
outside the dish and cut a tiny holo in 
the bottom of the bag that the ice may 
drain quickly. 
, 


Thus suspended and covered,'a piece 


of ice melts very slowly even in a 
warm room. When a feverish patient 
demands a bit every few minutes a 
neat little homemade device for crack- 
ing.silently small lumps of ice as they 
are required Js made by inserting the 
head of a No. 8 needle into a good sized 
cork. By merely pressing steadily tho 
needle against the ico it will "quickly 
split It apart.

THE SELF-SEEKING OFFICIAL 


The.official who when elected to public office sets 
out 
to 
use 
the 


prestige given him by virtue of his office for aelf-aggrandizainent, should 


lie driven into retirement at the earliest opportunity. He exploits his office 


for personal gain, or for personal advancement instead of using his power 


.and authority solely to promote the interests, of the people. 


Men who make the loudest promises of sincerity and good intentions 


when seeking office nre often the foremost to use their power to promote 


their individual interests or to secure advancement to a higher office. 
In 


this way as well as by open bribery they betray the trust 'committed to 


their charge. 


It is easy to find out these men, yet the average voter cannot distinguish 


between them and the more honest men. 
They can play the game very 


ingeniously, often deceiving the unwary as to their real motives and their 


political dishonesty. When public officials demand a rake off and secretly 


plot to rob the city, to make candidates pay for appointments, we have one 


of the worst forms of political corruption incident to municipal government. 


That such conditions prevail in many cases is a fact too potent to admit 


of doubt. In some cases the corruptionists nre caught, but in the majority 
they are not. Why? Because it is one of the most difficult things possible 
to convict the parlies in a case of bribery. The man who receives the money 
will swear he did not receive it and his evidence will be corroborated by the 
man who paid it unless as in the Lawrence cnse one of the parties be guar- 
anteed immunity for testifying ngaiust the other.

AS 
GENERAL 
POLITICAL 
BOSS 


'. Ex-President Roosevelt is setting out to act as a general boss of the 


republican party throughout the entire country. He has had several con- 
ferences with Governor Hughes of New York mid has undoubtedly supple- 
mented his own policies by those of the New York official who is to take a 
seat on the supreme bench of the United States. 


Roosevelt is to make a speech for Senator Bevoridge, the leader of the 


insurgents, and he is also to make a speech in this state- for Senator Lodge, 
the chief political boss of New England. It would appear that in favoring 
such opposite extremes he may aim at bringing the divergent factions of 
(he republican party together again. He will find this an impossible task 
unless the recent'tariff law be amended to meet the views of the insurgents 
and to bring some relief to the people who arc subject to the most out- 
rageous extortions by, the trusts. 


Mr. Boosevelt has already met several rebuffs in the role of political 


boss, and it is a certainty that he will meet many more as he attempts lo 
interfere in the political affairs of (.lie different states by favoring one set 
of candidates against another and putting forward 
his 
own 
political 


policies as a panacea for all (he ills of the country. 


There may be more truth than fiction.in the statement that one wing 


of the republican party is to seek his leadership and attempt to establish 
a new party to carry out his policies. 
It would be ungrateful on his part 


thus to help in the dismemberment of the republican party, but it would not 
be at all surprising (o find him in this very attitude before 1912. 
Judging 


from the present outlook changes are likely to come quickly within the next 
two years for the reason that the people are. suffering so much from the 
high cost of living that they will adopt radical measures to bring about the 


required reforms.

is given simply to show the possibilities of development. It indicates how 
valuable this land may be made for the city if developed along the lines 
laid down. The park is to be for the city as a whole not for any sect, or 
class, or creed, not controlled by any particular institution but simply for 
the entire city and for all the people. 
The design of development shows 


how provision may be made for the pleasure and enjoyment of young and 
old of both sexes. The park will have a magnificent gateway with drive- 
ways through it and in this respect as in many others will be on a par with 
the best parks in the country. A gift like this without, any strings io it, 
without any chance of remuneration direct or indirect to the donor, is the 
one that can be fully appreciated by nil the citizens of Lowell. 
The oft'er 


of Iho gift indicates the high public spirit of Mr. Shedd. It shows that he 
is a man imbued with right ideas of progress and ft clear conception of the 
city's real needs. 


It may be objected by some (lint, the park is rather far from the centre 


of the city. That is not a fact; it is within easy reach of the residents of 
every section and can be reached by the majority without the necessity of 
Inking a car.

attractions for (he people who live in the congested districts in the coolness 
of the thick shade nnd (ho pylvmi grandeur with which its secluded vales 
abound.

There is, too, the possibil- 
ity of joining lace so -that it almost 
[conceals the Joining. This is managed 
lln several ways, depending upon tho 
|klnd of lace and how it is used. 


For>a yoke or. other solid surface that 
; to lie fiat it is better to applique the 
|lace together. Cut out the design ir- 


regularly and Join It to the under piece 


leo that it continues the pattern. The 
ledges are buttonholed, sewed or over- 
least toge'thert/according to which stitch 
Ishowa the least. 
Do this with fine 


|Uu-ead and cut away all ragged edges. 


Where lace is to be joined for a ruffle 


•the best way is to buttonhole the edges 
Itogether in the tiniest possible seam. 
•Use a fine thread, and do the stitching 
•neatly. 
T-his same method is often 


|used on yokes and for thin lace Is per- 


haps better than appllquing. Press the 
ledges open on the right side between 
Ithe thumb and first finger, so it does 
|not pucker. 


Somo persons- lay the edges so that 


Ithe wrong side of the left side lies for 
•about a quarter of an inch upon the 
Iright side of the under piece.

lends aro then hemmed in tiny stitches. 
iThls prevents a seam, but Is almost 
{impossible to do without showing. 


Never Join lace by sewing In a. French 


seam, as it is entirely too bulky and, 
no matter how carefully done, will not 
look neat. 
Above all do not content 


yourself with sinyingjn. a single seam,. 
Tho e*ges curl badly at first washing, 
and the lace is apt to pull apart.

Col. Denny was held to have purpose- 


ly and intentionally evaded answering 
questions on a subject of which ho had 
full knowledge. 


As to Col. Doyen, the court found 


that he showed a remarkable failure to 
display the proper respect and 
sub- 


ordination due to his commandant. 


The court found generally that the 


difficulties had arisen from a radical 
difference of policy between Gen. Elliott 
and Col. Tauchheimer 
through 
the 


former's lack of firmness, consistency 
in language and deportment and a too 
long tenure of office in the departments. 


The inquiry was ordered as tho re- 


sult of suspension by Gen. Elliott of 
Col. 
Tauchheimer for live days on a 


charge that he had been "keeping tab" 
on Elliott's personal conduct.
